Indian Alovi ments. 


H E fdlowing extract of a letter 
from a respectable source in In­ 
diana territory, under date of A ugust 7, 
shews that the fears of the people of 
that country have souiewhut nAagnified 
thc probability of a war vv ith the Indians, 
who are now actually in treaty with Gov. 
Harrison. 
It was indeed scarcely to 
have been imagined that the small re ­ 
mains of our 
indigenous n eig hb ors 
would have so far abjured reason as to 
rush headlong into their own destruc­ 
tion, or tota.1 extirp.»tion, which vsould 
have been the almost unavoidable con­
